CO  to  $3.00 
per  "barrel  aore  for  ^erican  apples  than  did  the  Liverpool  auction.  This 
stiiailated  transshipments  frorn  British  n:arkets  until  increasing  supplies 
lowered  the  n;argin. 

Auction  prices  in  Hambfurg  for  the  leading  barreled  varieties  cn 
TliurscLsy,  i.iarch  24,  ranr:ei  from  ^4.20  to  $5.34  per  barrel  as  against  $4.37 
to  $5.33  last  weeK.    Prices  paid  for  coriiparable  grades  and  sizes  of  barreled 
stock  in  Liverpool  on  "iVednesday,  March  23,  ranged  from  $4.62  to  $5.47  per 
barrel.    Ha""burg  prices  on  boxed  stock  ranged  from  $2.92  to  $3.65  per  box 
for  good  coi^dition  fruit  as  cor.pared  V7ith  ^2.^iZ  to  $3.41  per  "box  last  vreek 
ana  05.04  to  $3.77  per  box  in  Liverpool. 

HajTiburg  supplies  are  still  very  heavy,  states  Mr.  Smith.     The  oerreled 
varieties  are  arriving  overripe  and  are  shov/ing  considera'ole  vzaste.  This 
situation  has  taken  the  confidence  out  of  "barreled  stock,    poor  condition 
"barreled  stock  '.':'as  disposed  of  at  fror.  $1.70  to  $4.14  per  barrel  as  ccnpared 
with  $2.19  to  v4.52  per  barrel  paid  for  fruit  in  similar  condition  last  v^eek.
